A Staff Development Cooperative consisting of seven school districts was 
established to organize and supervise teacher in-service * prior to the begin- 
ning of the 1982=83 school year, The Co-op members were Medina Valley, Hondo, 
Bandera, Devine, Lytle, Natalie, and Somerset school districts. Twenty con- 
sultants were hired to- give presentations on August 23rd or 24th» The par- 
ticipant^ were teachers and teacher aides from all grade levels. All but one 
of the presentations was evaluated (no evaluf*t*f on- was done for "Administrative 
Decision Making 11 ) . 

Medina Jfalley ISD, through its membership an t-he ESC-20 Evaluation Co-op,' 
requested that a staff evaluator conduct! an analysis of the completed Work- 
shop Evaluation Forms (WEF) and report thr findings, A total of 1698 WEF's 
were completed by the participants and have been analyzed using a TRS-80 Micro 
computer* The major findings are* (
